9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $171.72, this sum to be applied with an allotment by the 
state of $686.91, for improvements on Westville Road. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to give the name Jesse 
George Road to the Thoroughfare running from North Main 
Street westerly to the Westville to Danville Road; and at some 
convenient time identify the same by the erection of a suitable 
street sign; and pay any small costs incidental to such action 


11. To see if the Town will authorize the Treasurer, upon 
the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in anticipation 
of taxes.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Plaistow: 


It is a pleasure to present my eighth annual report as Sup- 
erintendent of Schools. Reports are also submitted by the Music 
Supervisor and the School Nurse. 

The school organization for 1934—1935 is given in the table 
at the end of this report. Miss Anna W. Eddy resigned her posi- 
tion as teacher of grade eight and principal of the Pollard 
School. Miss Edna Smith was elected to fill the vacancy. 

The enrollment of pupils last year was 242, which is 5 more 
than during the previous year. Our record of attendance is cred- 
itable. The attendance averaged 94% of the membership. The 
average for the state was 94.9%. 25 pupils completed the work 
of the eighth grade and 20 of these entered high school. The 
medal presented annually by the Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion to the member of the graduating class who has best exempli- 
ned the habits of good citizenship, was awarded to Gladys Cur- 
rier. 

The new heater, bought for the Westville School last fall, has 
proven very satisfactory, and makes it possible to maintain a 
comfortable room temperature even in severe weather. The new 
duplicating machine at the Pollard School is greatly appreciated 
end is of great help in providing a new type of instruction, espec- 
ially in the lower grades. A new oil stove was bought recently 
for the Domestic Arts room. It was paid for by proceeds from 
the Operetta Fund. 

The activities of Supervision are centered in helping the 
children to real achievement, growth in character and citizenship, 
and happy living. Visits, tests, conferences, and teachers’ meet- 
ings are employed in directing the work of the schools Parents 
have been helpful, but more contacts with them would be  wel- 
come. 
In the schools there has been an earnest endeavor to discover 
the needs, defects, incapacities, as well as the abilities of the 
pupils, and to diagnose and prescribe for the pupil as an individual. 
In order to make this adjustment of the school to the pupil, a 
testing program has been used in every grade room in all the 
schools. The achievement made by the children is satisfactory. 
We are fortunate in having so few changes in our teaching staff, 
Our teachers are giving very satisfactory service. Their school- 
rooms are places of homelike living and of real accomplishment. 
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Present-day elementary and secondary school instruction de- 
mand a larger collection of books and other reading materials. 
When instruction was largely of the drill type, a textbook was 
sufficient for that method, but now that the project, the problem, 
and the laboratory methods and unit assignments are the recog- 
nized modes of teaching, a single text book does not suffice. There 
should be supplementary material and some sort of a school lib- 
rary. 


Since the amount of leisure time is increasing, not only for 
adults because of shorter working hours, but also for children be- 
cause home occupations in which they once had a part are dis- 
appearing, library service is essential, not merely for supplement- 
ery textbooks, but for providing reading material for leisure time 
without reference to assigned lessons. Children should read books 
for the “fun of it”. If this is made a school objective, the read- 
ing habit for leisure time may become well established 


Children, when undernou-ished or insufficiently clad cannot 
attend school regularly or profit from instruction. While the 
number of such children is somewhat smaller than it has been, 
yet there has been need for some relief. No single feature of 
state and federal relief has a greater bearing on the health of 
growing children than the daily distribution of milk to those 
children in need of same. Through the initiative of Ex-Governor 
Winant, federal funds were secured and free milk service has con- 
tinued since early in 1933. At present 19 children are receiving 
one-half pint of milk each per day at school. Cod liver oil has 
also been furnished in the same way. Generous contributions 
from Parent Teacher Association, Red Cross, The American Leg- 
ion Auxiliary, The Thursday Afternoon Sewing Club, and the 
Kant-Miss-It Club, have made it possible for the schools to fur- 
nish needed clothing. The following are a part of articles fur- 
nished: 9 pr. overshoes, 8 pr. shoes, 5 pr. rubbers, 10 union suits, 
1 sweater, 2 pr. trousers, 3 pr. bloomers, 5 dresses, 13 pr. mit- 
tens, and 13 pr. stockings. Federal funds have been available 
which have enabled Miss Thomas to do considerable remedial 
work with defective teeth, eyes, and tonsils in children where the 
homes could not pay for such work. 


Again this year Miss Carroll, assisted by the girls, has pre- 
pared hot cocoa for the children who wish it at noon luncheon. 
Since last year’s report 2,000 cups have been served. The Par- 
ent Teachers’ Association has paid for 420 cups of cocoa for 
children who could not afford to pay for it themselves. Last fall 
a dental clinic was made possible through the help of the Parent 
Teachers’ Association. 
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It is certain that the relief that is being furnished will do 
much to prevent the distress of the present period from leaving 
its mark upon the next generation. 


It is more evident than ever that better opportunities come 
to boys and girls that attend high school for four years. Today 
the child that does not go through high school is the exception, 
as in former times, those that did complete high school were the 
exception. 


Mrs. Thompson continues her effective work in music  in- 
struction. She has made the children love good music, and happy 
while studying it. The music at programs in the schools and at 
graduation is concrete evidence of her effectiveness in this capac- 


ity. 
In conclusion I wish again to express my appreciation for the 


fine co-operation and support of the School Board, Townspeople, 
Parents, Teachers, and Pupils during the year.
